MONTHLY ORDER FORM CHANGE 


Please e-mail commodity orders and monthly processing forms. All forms are 
located under the Commodities button on our Web site. LEAs will need to 
complete the forms, save the forms as a document in your files, attach the saved 
document to an e-mail. In order to receive a confirmation that your e-mail has been 
received by the State Agency the following procedures must be followed. Click 
Options on the message toolbar, and under the Voting and Tracking options click 
on Request a read receipt for this message. Close the dialog box and send to: 
webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov. Note the documents will be saved as an Adobe 
PDF. If there is a problem with the order form(s) you will receive an additional e- 
mail explaining the error.

Newsletter. You must obtain this form under the Commodities button on our 
Web site. 

Any order received after the due date will automatically be placed on 


the following month’s order. 


Prorated Commodities 


Following is a listing of PRORATED entitlement and bonus commodity items expected to be available for the 2007- 
2008 school year. These items are prorated based upon your ADP. If you wish to refuse all, or any part of your 
allocation, your Authorized Representative must notify our office in writing at least 6 weeks in advance of the 
estimated delivery period. These commodities are for use in authorized feeding programs only. Commodities, 
amounts, and delivery dates are subject to change.
